SUBJECT: Lehrer's Landfill 


I have reviewed the Soil Testing Service of Wisconsin report on the 
proposed Lehrer landfill site located in Kaukauna, Wisconsin. Based on 
my review it appears that the site does have potential for development 
as a landfill site. ‘There is adequate clays overbed rock which would 
eliminate any potential contamination of ground water in this area. 
However, while investigating a recent complaint I feel the plans have 
failed to indicate a unique situation on the north end of the landfill 
site. This is especially true considering that the topography does not 
extend in that direction. Recently we inspected a complaint and found 
leachates seeping from the side of a hill approximately 250 feet north 
of the present active area. Conductivity reading was taken which 
indicated better than 200eMHOS. In talking to residents in the area 
apparently esd old ravine had been filled with refuse and then covered. 
These leachate seeps began after Mr. Lehrer began excavating and dis- 
posing in tÉt&S present area. I feel this problem must be addressed both 
in the hydrageologic study as well as the re-engineering. 


Besides the above-mentioned problem I do not foresee where the site, if 


properly operated, will contribute significantly to any environmental 
degradation. 
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
